EXCLUSION OF IMMIGRANTS. 

London, Sept. 10. — The action of theLoc:il 
Government Hoard, this week, in authoriz- 
ing the exclusion of immigrants no*, able to 
give an address in tho United Kingdom, 
was approved by the action of tho American 
President in issuing his order for a 20 days' 
detention of all immigrant ships. It was 
feared that the influx of Russian Jews, re- 
garding which the people of Great Britain 
are sufficiently impatient, would bo divert- 
ed altogether to Great Britain, and that the 
larger cities to which theao peoplo invari- 
ably throng would bo overcrowded with 
them. A well known statistician, who liaB 
made immigration a study, said, yesterday, 
that the movement of the Russian Jews was 
the most dangerous immigration known to 
history since the duys of Auila and that, in 
some respects, R was infinitely moie to be 
dreaded by civil zed communities. 
All sorts of deception he.ve been resorted to 
in older to get '.hofo miserable refugees 
into Kngland and America without exciting 
suspicion. They wero sent in batches to 
Glasgow, Antwerp, Liverpool, Havre and 
other places, iu order that the volume of 
immigration by way of Hamburg, which 
was their principal port of departure should 
not attract too much attention. They 
wero. told to call themselves Austrians, 
Prussians or Germans, in a general way, - 

ANYTHINll PUT RUSSIAN JEWS. 

They were instructed to represent them- 
selves desirous of working on farms, in 
order to allay I lie apprehensions of the 
pr.rtc 2nd tho cities, yet not one iu 10,00(1 
had any idea of remaining on a farm, even if 
a pretence should be made of entering upon 
agriculture. It they want to do any tunn- 
ing, tho statistician said, they hud ample 
opportunity iu the Argentine Bi public, to 
which a number had been sent, but those 
sent there had not only refused to work, 
but had attacked tho people appointed to 
tako cjro of them. What they reully 
wanted, added the •.etisliciun, was to 
crowd into the cities and make u living 
at peddling, or something of the kind. 
Everybody is convinced here of tho correct- 
ness of Professor Koch's statement, made, 
after thorough examination, that I he Rus- 
sian immigrants brought the cholera lo 
Hamburg. 

THE EPIDEMIC ABATING. 

The plague is said to bo abating in Ham- 
burg, although the deaths are still well 
ubove two hundred daily. The utter desti- 
tution among the poor supplies a new danger 
to replace the old ones. Forty thousand 
workmen are reported to be idle to-day in 
consequence of the suspension of trade and 
commerce. These men und their families 
are penniless, and but lor what charity gives 
them are food less. Talk of riot ia rife in 
the harbor districts. Two sanitary officials 
were maltreated there last evening, and 
threats arc made to-day that a membi r of 
the council would not gt t out of tho district 
alive. The class hatred is the logical con- 
Bequenco of the city government's utter neg- 
lect to help the poor to fight the plague, and 
even to curry oil' their deud as fust as the 
health of the living demands. The Hani- 
burg government is lar from being out of the 
woods into which it cot itself by its blind 
folly. Before the end of the month, prob- 
ably, it will be face to face with breud liots. 
HONORS FOR KOSSUTH. 

Loins Kossuth will lie 90 years oid next 
Saturday, and all Hungary prepares to do 
him honor. An excursion of members of 
parliament to his homo was planned, but 
I. as la en given up in deference to the wishes 
of Kossuth's ton, who says that such a 
oemonsl ration would hasten i he old patriot's 
eod. Kossuth's health is far from robust, 
and ho is so ncrvi in that an hour's conver- 
sation with a stranger oltcn leaves him ex- 
hausted for a whole day. 

STAMFKD Ot'T OF UKEAT BRITAIN. 

Official reports show that the cholera has 
been absolutely stumped out of the United 
Kingdom. The Local Government Hoard 
officers, tho authorities at the chief posts 
and the greatest populous centres concur in 
the statement that no cases of real cholera 
and only a few choleraic, have occurred. 
Experts sny that though the disease was 
brought to England at a dozen different 
points, it bus been limited to persons ar- 
riving from infected places. The medical 
prcsi assumes a triumphant tone ut the 
success tf the sanitary arrangements. In- 
oculation against cholera is being practiced 
at the hospitals upon voluntary patients. It 
is reported to bo effective, involving only 
slight fever symptoms. After undergoing 
the protective process for a few days, per- 
fect immunity from the disease is attained. 
ULAKE DEMANDS INFORMATION. 

The Chronicle this morning says that 
Hon. Edward Bluke has joined the ranks of 
those who are urging the ministry to con- 
sider the advisability of letting tho elector- 
ate into their confidence regarding their 
programme for the coming session, and it is 
known that many Gludstonian's consider the 
Premier's reticence on this point very un- 
wise. Tho Chronicle says Mr. Bluke is 
timid nnd fears a n petition of thoso luetics 
which did to much to bring disaster upon 
tho last Gladstoniun ministry. Mr. Hlukc 
is clever enough to see that the cnunieation 
of the policy in advance may lie disadvan- 
tageous, ini t he lucks no confidence in the 
ultimata Buocess of the Liberal policy. The 
electors should he given every opportunity 
to fully consider the merits and drawbacks 
of any return which Mr. Gladstone may 
bring forward. 

Backed Hie Wrong Man. 

There has rot been in years a sporting 
event over which feeling ran so high as in 
connection willi tho Sullivan-Corbett con- 
test, und many mourn their erroneous 
judgment regarding tlie result. One of the 
most foolish, not to say tragic, incidents in 
that connection hns just come to light. A 
rancher on tho other tide of the line, who 



waB n devoted Sullivan man, bet his entire 
possessions, consisting of a house and farm, 
against So.OOO, that the "big fellow" would 
win. When the unlooked-for result was 
announced, and the rash one found 
himself penniless, ho became- olrnost 
crazed. Not daring to tell hia wife of the 
loss of their home, he left suddenly for 
this city. A friend hero found him in a 
condition bordering on insanity, unit just in 
timo to prevent the would-be "sport" 
from committing suicide. He happened 
upon him just as he was in the act of self- 
destruction. On learning the cuuse, the 
friend talked him into a better frame of 
mind, and now he hopes that the foolish 
husband will return to his wife und start 
the battle of life anew. Until that time bo 
will bo closely watched to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the attempt. 

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Moral Appeal to the Clergy -R. S. White, 
H.P., to be Collector of Customs. 

Montreal, Sept. 10. — (Special.) — The 

Catholic clergy are much agitated over the 
strong urticle in La Revue Canadicnue, a 
French- Canadian monthly, warning the 
clergy that they hud better lead purer lives. 

Inspector Jurvis is still in tho cily, anxi- 
ous to find out where Dr. Cream, alius Neill, 
ohtuincd the strychnine which lie is alleged 
to hive administered to his victims. There 
is proof that it whs obtained in Canada. 

K. S. White, M P. for Cnrdwell, will, it 
ia rumored, he appointed collector of cus- 
toms hero, the object of hia retirement 
from the House being to give hia seat to Mr. 
Meredith. 

The Lntbinicro House, summer hotel, 
situated ut Vaudreuil, a few miles from this 
city, was completely destroyed by tire eu.U 
this morning. 

The sailing barge Ernest Deliesta from 
Barbadoi s, which touched at Arichot, has 
passed tho quarantine utatiou and came 
straight into Montreal harbor. Telegrams 
have been 6ent to Ottawa lo know whether 
she is to go h ick to Grosse Isle or not. She 
does not come from any infected port. 



THE CHOLERA. 



How Matters are on the Ships Quar- 
antined in New 
York. 

A Fatal Case Near Amsterdam— The

Panama, via G.ilveEton, Sept. 10.— Ac- 
cording to the quarantine regulations now 
operative at all the Colombia ports, every 
passenger originally from a cholera infected 
port arriving on ship hoard, must present, 
btfore being admitted, a certificate signed 
by the Colombian consul, that he has re- 
sided in New York ten days before tailing. 

New York, Sept. 10. — Ur. Byrne repor- 
ted by telegraph at y o'clock to-night that 
only one new case was found on the ships 
now in the lower bay, that on the Seandii, 
iu addition to those I eported at noon to duy. 

Amsterdam, Sept. 10. — A tradesman at 
Groniningo, 92 miles northeast jf Amster- 
dam, his diid of cholera Hia family, con- 
sisting of seven persons, has been isolated' 

New York, Sept. 10. — The quarantined 
steamers Britannic, Suibhenliuck, Joseph 
John, Ztandam and Tallahasse wero releas- 
ed to day. The Normuenia cabin passen- 
gers were transferred to the steamer Ston- 
ington this afternoon, and tho latter is now 
at anchor within the Horseshoe, Sundy 
Hook. Negotiations foe the purchase of 
Fire Island were concluded late this even- 
ing on t he strength of a telegram received 
by Dr. Jenkins from Governor Flower, re- 
questing him to draw on him for 
$50,000 to clo^e the deal. The 
surgeon of the a h. Wyoming, who was re- 
ported sick dm ing I he duy and was taken to 
Swinburne Island, has since rej lined his 
ship. It appears he was suffering from an 
overdose of his own medicine. Ou Swin- 
burne island, Ur, Ryron reports there ure 
25 easts, and 26 people detained as suspects. 
The latter are those who have been exposed 
to infection, und lire also suffering from 
slight symptoms of diarrhea), Iu all 21 
persons have been removed from the 
Seandiu to Swinburne Island up to to- 
night. Of these, nine tire cases unit twelve 
are suspects. These nine eases developed 
toduy. 

ANCIEN T CAPITAL. 

The. Iledleyville Fire— A Great Cause of In- 
sanity— Tho Lieut-Governor's 
Ball. 

Qckiikc, Sept. 10.— (Special ) — By the 
fire at Hedleyvilte lust night, 10(1 buildings 
were reduced to ashes in three hours. A 
man named La France was badly injured by 
falling from a window and muy not recover. 
Several sailors were severely burned while 
at work. The unfortunate sufferers are 
camped out in the cold among their broken 
furniture. The loss will bo about $30,000, 
with very little insurance.

More of a Series of Financial Troubles in l/on- 
don— Serious Apprehensions. 

London, Sept. 10.— Tho fuiloro of the 
House und Land Investment Trust (Limi- 
ted), announced yertcrday, is part of a 
aeriea of gigantic bank und building society 
suspensions now involving liabilities ap- 
proximating £'(i,O0O,O0O. Tho first failure 
announced in this BerieB was that of the 
London and General Hank (Limited); next 
tho Liberator Permanent Building aud In- 
vestment Society, und now comes this. The 
nominal capital of these concerna does not 
represent anything approaching their 
liabilities. The liabilities of the London 
nnd General bank are roughly estimated at 
£1,000,000; of the Liberator Society at £2,- 
500,000, und of the Houso and Lund Trust 
at £2,000. Another great building and 
bank society is involved in serious financial 
difficulty, but suspension has not yet been 
announced, Tho collapse of this concern 
will shake the whole building society sys- 
tem in Great Britain. * A run occurred yes- 
terday on the o'dest and most prominent 
bank in London, the Associated YVorkiuen'B 
Building Fund. 

Although the suspensions must affect the 
general financial position, a singular fact ib 
that tho crisis causes no panic or scare. 
The Limited Huildiug investors are all 
small capitalists, whose life savings are 
swept away or imperilled by the fuilure of 
the concerns. The losses which led to the 
suspensions are chit fly traceable to in- 
judicious speculations und land blocks. So 
far no suspicions of malversation havo been 
attached to the directors of any of the 
ruined companies, although tho share- 
holders charge them with concealing tho 
true position of the institutions. Although 
finance in the meantime is unaffected by 
the widespread ruin brought on the small 
investors, the disaster must soon oause a 
Btruin upon the big bunks.

What Itlorley Accomplished. 

London, Sept. 10. — Among the first fruits 
of Chief Secrctury Morley'a presence iu 
Ii eland was the releaBQ of a man impris- 
oned for contempt of court by defying tho 
decision of a judge on u question of eviction. 
When asked if ho would refuse to aid the 
police in effecting evictions in Ireland, 
Mot ley said he bud been warned that, ho 
wus bound by .luw to assent to tho officers 
assisting the BheriiT iu currying out evic- 
tions.

Lembobo, Sept. 10.— Tho Medwij-Brou- 
sky trial, the most Bensutional in tlie recent 
annuls of this city's courts, -was tried yester- 
day, before a crowded courtroom. Medwij, 
the prisoner, seduced the wife of a neigh- 
boring landowner named Brodsky, und elop- 
ed with her. The couple were overtaken by 
Brodsky anl a duel followed in which 
Brodtky was killed. His body wus con- 
cealed in a Bukivina forest by Medwij. Tho 
body was discovered and Medwij was ur- 
rested und tried on a charge ot murder. 
There wus evidence to show that the elope- 
ment wus intended merely to bring about 
Brodsky 's death in a duel, that tho murriugo 
of Medwij and the woman might he possible. 
Nevertheless Medwij' was found not guilty 
by the jury aud was acquitted.

Your correspondent visited this town 
again on Sunday, August 28, urriving on 
the steamer NcIbou, after an absence of 
some :?0 days. 

Tho wharf presented a lively sight i s 
wo mado fust, there being about 30 people 
and two express wagons wailing to welcome 
the new arrivals, but what puzzled the new- 
comers was the strange sight ol a large num- 
ber of little sacks made of strong "canvas" 
or "ducking," neatly done up. 

"These," suid a miner, in answer to our 
questions, "are sacks of ore, waiting for 
transit to Great Falls smelter." 

On further enquiry we found that the ore 
oame from tho Whitewater mine, which, in 
small parcels, had given very high assays, 
and the owner looked wilh much pride on 
tho 15 or Hi tons lying ready for shipment. 

Going aahore we found Front Btrcet par- 
ticularly busy with people, and many new 
buildings in course of erection, but it being 
Sunday nil were resting in peaceful enjoy, 
ment of the morning. On examination we 
found that the buildings had increased iu 
number to ,'!0 on Front street, eight on A. 
avenue, four on B. avenue, with a white 
laundry, baths, and washhouses on C. av- 
enue—a total of -IS buildings in some 24 
weeks, this being tho age of tho town. Since 
our last visit a new bridge bad been con- 
structed across tho Kaslo River on 3rd 
street, which is greatly appreciated by the 
citizens of this energetic and pushing little 
city, who now number about 1,001) persons. 

The new steamer to bo christened "The 
Kaslo" is rapidly Hearing completion and 
the machinery is just being put together in 
her hold. Her length is 05 feet beam 17 
foot, draught 7 feet, and bas an SO horse 
power engine, with a ,'l b" propeller of four 
blades, which is calculated to produco > 
speed of Hi knots. Sho is owned in and 
will be operated from Kaslo City. 

The Presbyterian Chinch bus now a resi 
dent minister, two services and Sundu) 
School each Sabbath. 

The largest saw mill in this country bns 
just been completed with 80 horse powei 
engines, for the production of lumber, 
doors, eisl o Winds and lath. It 19 2. feet 



000 fruit trees havo been planted 
chiefly prunes, peura, plums, &o., of the 
early verities. Small fruits such as straw- 
berries, raspberries, currants, &c. , will bo 
extensively cultivated. 

"Corn does well here," says Mr. Palmer, 
" if they only got the right kind and put it 
in suitable land. 1 plint thu Rural New 
York and Thoroughbred Flint, anil am fully 
satisfied with tho results. My potatoes 
will yield me about 550 bushels to 
tho acre. Onions grow profusely hero 
and I mean to cultivate them on a lirgo 
Bcalo. Almost all this crop are of Spanish 
varieties, and aro above the standard in 
yield. 

"1 hive planted a fow melons as an ex- 
periment, but tho nights aro a little too cold 
for success iu that line." 

Squash aro in their clement, and your 
correspondent counted on ono vino or run 
alono no foaer th in !25 fruit. 

" In the line of stock," Mr. Palmer says, 
" we go in f ir thoroughbreds, and in a short 
time we shall build up un extensive dairy 
business. We have ut present 10 thorough 
Jerseys, and it in our intention to gradually 
increase the stock until that branch of our 
business is well established. I shall exhibit 
at. Victoria both stock, cereals and vegeta- 
bles, anil expect to bring back to Bioad- 
niead several prizes. 

The owner of the farm shows to land 
holders u .bright example, of what cm he 
done by developing land instead of locking 
it up, as many wealthy men aro doing with 
thousands ol acres to-day, retarding the 
progress of the whole province.

KAMLOOPS, Sept. 10. — Mr. W. T. Thomp- 
son, of Granite Creek, bas just completed 
the salo to an English syndicate, represent- 
1 by Messrs. Attwood and Reynolds, of a 
group of mines, also their machinery, in- 
cluding saw mill, stamp mills, etc , situated 
at Fairhaven, Okanugin district, for a lurge 
sum. The dispatch with which tho busi- 
ness was completed is good evidence that 
the purchasers aro well satisfied, and also 
rt llects much credit on Mr. Thompson as a 
live business man. The party left. Penlic- 
ton in the morning, arrived at Kumloops 
the same evering, got the necessary funds, 
returning the following morning, and before 
noon had paid over tho full amount of tho 
purchase money. It is understood that tho 
new company will soon commenco work at 
tho mines on a large scale. 

The Kamloops Coal Company has been 
in:orporated. The capital stock, placed rt

When the fog lifted ut 1:30 tl.o tug Hunter 
went down lo the wreck, but Was unablo to 
Ret I. oar her. She is lying parallel with the 
beach, having been moved some by tho 
force of the breakers. A heavy northwest 
ground swell is running, anil every breaker 
sweeps over her deck from stem to stern. 

All possible hope ot getting tho whale- 
back oil' bas been given up. Capt. O'Brien 
look a lifeboat, and with several of his men, 
this afternoon, started tho scene i f iho 
wreck, but learned from Capt. Loch, of the 
life-saving station, who bad just returned 
from tho wreck, that it would he impossible 
to bi ai d the steamer. Capt. O'Brien, when 
seen this afternoon and questioned us to the 
cause of the accident, said : "It was due 
to the dense fog and a supposeel heeling er- 
ror of tho compass, An observation was 
taken on tho day of tho accielent, 
which placed her thirty-five miles 
oil' shore.

HENRY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

Blocks Strongly Held— The Hallway Position 
Better— The silver Question a Kuetor 
ot More or l.ess Disturbance. 

The following is an epitome of Henry 
Clews & Co 'h financial circular dated, New 
' York, Sept. ,'i : 

The ccurse of the stock market during 
the week b ia been reactionary; and that 
tendency has been encnuragtd by the con- 
tinued rap d reduction of the bank reierver, 
by the spread of cholera in foreign ports 
closely connected with the United States 
and by the withdrawal of the Great North- 
ern Railroad from tho Transcontinental 
Association. As a rule, Blocks are. in the 
hands of a fairly strong class of hoi lers. 
Capitalists otsociated with great railroad | tl 
interests have become the owners of very 
large amounts of shares, and ah hough in 
some ci sea unwilling holders, the fact ia not 
to bo ignored that liny are able to support 
their transient invesiments until a Hairs 
take a turn more favorable to marketing 
them. 

The position of railroad finance is to day 
stronger than ever realized before. Compe- 
tition is under more efft-ctive control than 
for many years ; management is no longer 
subjict to discreditable speculative manipu- 
lations ; economy and thoroughness have 
become a "natter of emulation among of- 
ficials, and there is leaa of the dangerous 
policy of constructing extensions and 
branches long in advance of any possible re- 
muneration. Under these circumstances, 
railroad capitalists havo acquired confidence 
in the enterprises to which they have made 
advances, ami nre no longer mere manufac- 
turers of stocks and bonds to be palmed off 
on the public as quickly and completely us 
possibly, hut themselves bona Jide investors. 
Tho prospects of traffic are also encouraging 
to holding. Adding to the crops of tnis 
year the large surpluses brought over from 
1891, the qiimtity of agricultural products 
to be bromjht.lo the seaboard may bo ix- 
pected to prove unusually large. That the 
general trade of tho country ia active the 
return/) of the bank clearing houses through- 
out the country clearly indicate, the trans- 
actions at the South and on the Pacific coast 
even showing now un increase over last 
year. 

Another encouragement comes from the 
evidence of recent events that our great 
transportation interests may depend upon 
tho protection of tho law us against the 
doctrines of "grangerism" on the one bund 
and the violence of organized labor on the 
other. We have the promise of an assertion 
of the force of law which is calculated to 
infuso new life into the industries of tho 
nation. Tho wholeiomc influence of the 
foregoing factors in, at tho moment, pre- 
vented from having its natural effect upon 
the value of securities by certain external 
considerations, chii fly monetary. The 
largo exports of gold have drawn down the 
reserves of the Associated Banks; and the 
shipments of currency to the interior for 
moving the crops will reduce the stock of 
lawful money in the banks to a still lower 
point.

OUR POLITICAL MAYOR. 

Politics have, there is too much reason to 
fear, become a mania with Mayor Beaven. 
Kverything ho does or refrains from doing, 
it is evident, ia done or left uudono with a 
view to its influence on what ho regards as 
the politics of the province. Political 
ambitions, political predilections, and 
political antipathies are clearly at the 
bottom of all his acts us Mayor of the city. 
A olo3c observation of the course ho lias 
been pursuing forces us to conclude that lie 
is ready at any moment to sacrifice the 
welfare of the city to what he considers the 
interest of tho party to which lie belongs, 
and ot which lie considers himself the 
leader. 

This, in matters of small importance, is 
'Something to laugh at, but when the health 
of the city and tho lives and the happiness 
of tho citizens are at stake, it cease3 to he 
amusing. Wo cannot alford to smile at tho 
narrow- mindeduesu which drags political 
considerations into serious subjects that 
have no connection with politics, or at the 
amallness of soul which permits political 
jealousy to interfere with the proper per- 
formance of public duty. 

Mayor Heaven, on Friday evening, showed 
.-dearly that the feur of giving the Govern- 
ment, to which ho is opposed, an oppor- 
tunity of gaining some credit by doing what 
would be beneficial to this city and to tho 
whole province, prevented his acting as pro- ( 
aiding officer fairly and wisely, and ulso 
prompted him to do what wus foolish und 
altogether uncalled for. 

Kvery unprejudiced person must boo that 
Alderman Humber's motion was a sensible 
one, and one which it wus altogether within 
tho competence of tho Council to puss. 
Hero it is : 

" That a committee of three be appointed 
to confer with tho Provincial Government 
with a viow of providing ways und means in 
ctase of an invasion of cholera or any other 
epidemic, and to provide for the payment of 
smallpox bills." 

ft is not by any means an unusual thine 
for the Council lo confer w ith the Govorn- 
■jieut on mutters in which both arc inter- 
ested, and there is nothing unreasonable in 
the Council appealing for assistance to the 
Provincial Government in a crisis like the 
present. This reasonable and proper motion 
won proposed in due form, and was 
regularly placed in tho hands of the 
chairman, ft was plainly the duty of the 
Mayor to put it to the Council, but by an 
arbitrary use of his authority as chairman 
ho refused to do so. We arc not surprised 
that many of the Councillors were disgusted 
and that Alderman Hunter protested 
against dragging politics into questions re- 
lating to tho preservation of the health of 
oho eity. 

Mayor Beavcn not only refused to put a 
motion that was reasonable and regulur, 
nut he suggested ono in an irregular way, 
which, coming from tho City Council, was 
foolish in the extreme. His motion was to 
apply to the Dominion Government urging 
it to do its duty in the matter of the quar- 
antine, and asking it to pay "all expenses 
incurred this year which arc incidental to 
quarantine matters." 

The futility of Btieh u proposal must strike 
any person possessed of it grain of common 
aenae. The Dominion Government would, 
in all probability, not pay the slightest 
regard to Bitch a resolution. livery 



one knows how difficult it is 
to net the authorities in Ottawa to recrg- 
nizo claims which uro regular and evtii 
urgent and preferred by tho proper persons 
in tho proper way. What chunco would 
this irregular request, irregularly made, have 
of being entertained by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment? Here wo have Mayor Beuvcti 
refusing to apply for help to the Provincial 
Government, which ia at hand, und which 
is ready and willing to do all it possibly cun 
for this und the other cities of the province 
in an emergency liko the present, and yet 
not only favoring hut preparing a request 
for aid to tho Dominion Government, which 
is thousands of miles distant, and when it 
is known that that Government is most un- 
willing to rceogiii/.o any claims upon it 
that arc at cdl unusual, and grunting which 
might create un embarrassing precedent. 

If Mayor Beaven wero really a shrewd 
pilit ctan, ho would have been convinced 
that the Provincial Government would not 
have waited until this time of day to im- 
press upon the Dominion Government the 
necessity of having an efficient quarantiuo 
servico for tho province, and of show- 
ing that, as tho smallpox was allowed 
to enter it through the inadequacy of the 
quarantine arrangements, it is entitled to 
compensation for tho expense to which it 
has beon put on account of the introduc- 
tion of the disease. Does Mr. Baaven for 
ono moment think that tho Government is 
so blind to tho interests of tho country as 
to huvo failed to represent to the Dominion 
that its authorities were responsible for the 
iatioduction of the smallpox, and that ef- 
fective measures must bo taken to safe- 
guard not only tho province, but the whole 
Dominion, for the future? Tho Government 
would have been highly blameworthy had 
it not, directly the occasion required, 
made vigorous representations upon all 
matters that uro of importance at this 
juncture. This Mr. Beaven, if ho were a 
clear-sighted politician, would have seen, 
and ho would not, therefore, have drawn up 
his resolution, knowing well that all that 
was important in it must have been anticipa- 
ted by the Government, But political bigotry 
and political hatred and jealousy haveclouded 
the Mayor's mental vision and made him 
unfit to come to a reasonable conclusion in 
any matter in which the Government is 
either directly or indirectly concerned. 

Mr. Heaven's political lop sided ness has 
become, of late, so conspic .ions, and his in- 
ability to consider any subject apart from 
its real or supposed bearing on what he con- 
siders polities is so apparent that sensible 
citizens of both parties have come to the 
conclusion that "Victoria has had enough 
of political Mayors." 

TRA V ELLIS G EAST. 

We intimated some lime ngo that it was 
not likely that tho cholera would travel 
from India in only a westerly direction, but 
that it would also work its way east. The 
world has been uble to trace its western 
course because it is throuph civilized and 
semi-civilized^ countries which have direct 
and frequent communication with Western 
Europe und America ; but nothing has 
been heard of its ravages on its eastern 
route because the greater part of it is 
through countries which have littlo or no 
intercourse with the civilized peoples. But 
it has nevertheless pursued its silent courso 
and has already in all probability reached 
Japan. There may be some mistake about 
tho caso in Tokio. It may not have been 
cholera at all or it may have been ono of 
those sporadic cases, which sometimes ap- 
pear in very unlikely places and the origin 
of which it is impossible to trace. Then 
again it may have been ono of many thut 
havo not been reported and is perhsps 
tho forerunner of a serious outbreak. The 
latter theory is, indeed, more probable than 
either of the others, for tho cholera is, no 
doubt, travelling in an easterly as well as a 
westerly direction, and thero is nothing 
unlikely in its having reached Japan. 

If there is cholera in Japan, or when it 
get3 to Jupan, the danger to thi3 provinco 
will bo doubled. The diEeaso may come 
into it from the west as well ns from tho 
east. This makes the duty of taking the 
precautions necessary to prevent its intro- 
duction all the more imperative. What 
has been done, or what is being done, to 
keep it out of the provinco ? Simply 
nothing. The quarantine station at Albert 
Head is hardly worthy the name. Why 
arc not measures being taken to put it into 
an effective condition ? This is the duty of 
the Dominion Government. It bus been 
reminded of its duty in the premises time 
and again, but it has as yet made no sign. 
The quarantine station at the entrance of 
the Straits of Fuea is as important a one as 
there i3 in tho Dominion. Disease is just as 
likely to enter the Dominion— pet haps a 
little more likely — on its western side us 
on its eastern. The ports of the Pacific, in 
the interest of the whole Dominion, require 
to bo as well guarded as tho ports of tho 
Atlantic and (Julf of St. Lawrence. We 
trust that the Dominion Government is alive 
to tho importance of this matter, and is pre- 
pared, without further delay, to take tho 
proper steps to establish an efficient Quar- 
antine on the Pacific coast. 

It does seem singular that tho matter of 
quarantine should be placed under tho dir- 
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ABSOLUTELY PURE 
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eclion of tho Department of Agriculture. 
It properly belong to the Department of 
Marine, und tho Minister of Marino should 
be responsible for the way in w hich it is ad- 
ministered. A Minister of Agriculturo 
might be excused if, when there wus no im- 
nudiate danger, he forgot that thero were 
such things as Quarantine Stations in tho 
Dominion, but a Minister of Marine would 
be perpetually reminded of their existence 
and impressed with the necessity of keeping 
them always in cood working order. We 
trust that some one will remind the Minis- 
ter of Agriculturo of tho existence of tho 
Albert Head station, and explain to him its 
importance from u Dominion point of view. 

.-1 OA RULE J) QUOTATION. 

One of tho worst und most impudent cases 
of garbling that wc remember to have seen 
was perpetrated in Friday's Times. That 
paper, in order to make a point against tho 
Government, and to justify itself in raising 
an outcry when thero was reully no cause of 
alarm, deliberately falsified section '3 of the 
Health Regulations, It said : 

" No. I! of the regulations which tho 
organs arc good enough to quoto for our 
benefit specifies " 

On the third day in each month com- 
mencing with tho month of August, KS'JJ, 
or on such oilier days n.i shall from time to 
time he designated by the Lieutenant-Cover- 
nor- in Council, u statement showing tho 
amouut so paid out of the consolidated 
revenue up to and inclusive of tho date of 
such statdiient, etc., etc. 

The section, us it reads in the Amend- 
ment, begins as follows: 

" On tho third Monday in each month, 
commencing with the month of August, 
1802, or on such other days as shall from 
time to time be designated by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor in Council, a Btutemtnt show- 
ing the amount so pud out of the consoli- 
dated revenue up to und inclusive of the 
date of such statement, etc., etc." 

Our contemporary, by substituting in 
what purported to be n quotation of the sec- 
tion the word "day" for "Monday," 
altered its meaning very materially, for 
every one can seo that "tho third Monday 
in each mouth " is very different, indeed, 
from " tho third day in each month." It so 
happens that this change was nceessaiy to 
give its false and foolish alarm the appear- 
ance of reasonableness. The statements and 
quotations of a newspaper that changes the 
wording of a statute in order to mako a 
point in its own favor are not to be depend- 
ed upon. Cureful people, after this, will, 
if they uro wise, verify any quotation that 
the Times may make.

HAVE VISITED the 
hills of Hammond and 
dreamed away a sum 
met morning on the 
11 Ketzio B*nohorio. 1 

igijSL nBV0 moaBurod the 

^Q^^^ shell mounds at Mos- 
quim, and gnesBcd at their j;reat antiqu- 
ity. I have paused in retrospect ion over 
Iho hut-graves of departed Naiiaimos. 

Buk tho treasure hills would not bo 
interviewed ; tho Ketsio battle ground 
waved in yellow grain, and tho hut-graves 
housed but tho uncommunicative ashes of 
departed warriors, while tho descendants 
of this numerous raco are fittingly repre- 
sented in tho foreground of a great pic- 
ture of vast B'litude — dumb, solemn, 
silont as tho niollusks whoso habits they 
havo digested with their substance, 
shrinking into their shells like a mighty 
politician at the approach of a newspaper 
man. 

I have had tho good fortune, however, 
to place another genuine Indian tradition 
among tho motley collection. 

While at Port Hammond yesterday 
quite accidentally stopped at tho farm of 
Mr. Webber, and at his hospitable home 
wore resurrected many memories of the 
mounds. 1 listened to traditions that 
would tickle the tympanum of tho most 
indiflerent antiquarian, each talo brightly 
illustrated by tho well preserved handi- 
work of a great anti-Siwash, or contem- 
poraneous raco of artisan hunters and 
forest pirates, who erected their rude huts 
at Port Hammond, nn tho bunks of tho 
Friser, hundreds of years before tho 
Hudson Bay Company had stretched thoir 
first tentacle Pacilic-ward. 

A Vancouver gunt Ionian whose schol- 
astic career has peculiarly fitted him for 
his chosen vocation, is at present repre- 
senting a Victoria Institution in historical 
resoarch in this province. Patiently he 
is trying to weave together upon the 
loom of history a fabric of Indian lore 
which will stand tho test of fu- 
ture research. It is a horculean 
task, and I think even whon those 
old, weird traditions are collected, 
bit by bit, pieco by piece, patch 
by patch, and woven together, we will 
havo nothing more than a sort of literary 
crazy quilt— an interesting collection of 
queer odds and ends, valuable, only as a 
curiosity. 

Perhaps my random shot at tho theory 
of tho pre-Siwash cxiatonco of a stone- 
carving race tit Hammond, may attract 
the scholarly gentleman's attention in 
that direction. Perhaps my commentary, 
and tho resurrected traditions, will sulli- 
ciontly attract your readers to supply 
food to many of thorn for relloction, con- 
jecture and speculation, and awaken a 
now interest in tho history of our prov- 
ince 

First of all it may be asserted with- 
out contradiction thai a part of Mrs. 
Webber's farm at Port Hammond is aveiit- 
»blo gold mine to paleontologists. On it 
is an ancient burying ground, and shell- 
mound overan aero in extent, black loam 
and pulverised shells being in about 
equal proportions for u depth of 20 feot, 
whon clay is reached. 

In this shell loam are said to be hidden 
treasures innumerable — skulls, spears, 
arrowheads, carpenter's tools, bowls, orna- 
ments, and every variety of tho house- 
hold wares, implements of war, and ap- 
pliances of religion. Mrs. Webbor, the 
bright, intelligent American lady whoso 
husband leases the farm land, including 
the mound, has, with great perseverance, 
collocted a largo number of very lino 
cuvio3 or-relics of tho r>co of people who 
were prior occupiers of tho land. They 
liavo not been taken out of the mound 
but woro turned up by tho plough in 
other par's of the farm, 

Mrs Web 1 er is justly proud of hor 
valuablo possession, and will only dispose 
of it in bulk to some provincial museum. 
She has taken inauits pains to correctly 
associate as many relics as possible with 
traditions pumped out of aged Indians in 
tho vicinity, and some of the yarn-spin- 
ners, by-tho way, seoni to have lived as 
long and acquired as much knowledge of 
tho dead p.»s' 113 Haggard's ancient "riho." 

For the purpose of economising space, 
tho traditions will bo run into one mould 
and Mrs. Webber will bo tho reciter. In 
Himilur language tho entertaining lady 
said : 

" Here is a skull, high, narrow, tapor- 
ing almost to a point at tho crown. My 
Siwash washerwoman's grandmothor, de- 
poses, after persuasion, that it is the skull 
of a raco of Indians whoso heads were 
pressed into this shape in infancy— I pre- 
sume tho Dolich eiphalous raco. This 
man whoso thinking cap is so illshapod, 
you will aeo by examining tho bono, was 
novor placed in tho ground. Ho was 
ovidently killed in battle, and left expos- 
oil by his enemies, as in that case he 
would tho sooner go to perdition. The 
owner of this skull was 0110 of tho tribe 
of narrow heads who exterminated our 
Indians— a tribo of which only a remnant 
remains. 

" A vnry old Indian whom I tried to 
pump through an interpreter, informed 
1110 that tho tales of his people wore not 
for woman's cars, but ho said to another, 
whom 1 had previously posted, that his 
fat hor had told him that ho remembered, 
whon a mcro boy, those narrow- heads 



creeping up the river in their war canoes. 
Ona day they counted a great; number, 
next day twice that number, and so each 
succeeding clay until the seventh, when 
no more came, and, all were massed in 
front of what is 110'w tho Wobbor farm. 
Like a great black cloud they lay upon the 
Fraser, moving, always moving. Each canoe 
carried largo stones, and they piled them 
on tho bank, — (hundreds of them are 
thereto this day), -and on tho eighth 
day they crawled through tho grass like 
snakes, and crushed us with stones. "Then 
on tho ninth day, also on tho tenth, 
they all left thoir canoes at night and 
sprang upon us, in war paint, looking like 
wicked gods, dashing our brains out with 
war clul)3, and piercing us with spears, 
they loft only half of our big tribo alive, 
to cry and moan. Many woro carried off 
as slaves. 

" Wo did not liko war ; wo had no war 
weapons ; wo hunted. Aftor that ovory 
body was sick, and wo buried half of 
those that woro loft from battlo. Then a 
monster with scales, long tail, greon eyes 
and wings, dragged our children to tho 
river every night, and devoured thorn. 
So tho rest, with tho oxcoption of some 
sick families, ancestors of the narrator of 
this traditiwn, went on tho trail. 

" This is the old man's story, translated 
as faithfully as possible. 

" This stone mortar," continued Mrs. 
Webber "was cvidontly used for crush- 
ing grain. It has a human faco in relief, 
remarkably well carved on the sido. Tho 
Siwash are not skilled craftsmen. It 
must havo been tho handiwork of the 
people of a pro-historic ago. These hu- 
man jaws, my chore woman tolls 1110, 
woro formerly powdered by tho medicine 
men and used as sure cure for neuralgia, 
but their own graves woro never dese- 
crated. 

" 1 havo 120 arrow heads and chisels 
of different sizes, and comprising 50 dif- 
ferent kinds of stono of which 1 have a 
list, supplied me by Mra. Dr. Boding- 
ton, of Hatzio Pratie. With fivo 
or six exceptions tho kind of stone 
used is noc found in this prov- 
ince. They nearly all come from tho 
north. This is a medicine bowl ; tilts 
roots are crushed in the howl, and the 
juice runs down tho groove into another 
bowl. Here are bono- barbed fish spears. 
Tho Siwash know nothing of them ; tho 
oldest say they never saw any liko them. 
These stone hammers are found in the 
h dlow trunks of trots across tho river, 
and on this sido in old graves. They are 
n it made in one lifetime, a boy starts on 
a stone hammer, and after working al it 
during his life time passes it to his son to 
finish. They were priceless implements, 
and kept in families for centuries. A 
mighty war club of stono, wonderfully 
well preserved, with hole for wrist attach- 
ment ; specimens of white Hint, and a 
varie y of precious ornaments followed, 
with a whole dispensary of liitlo mortars 
and pestles ; a unique ornament for the 
chin, and a handsome pipe of atone, the 
hide in the stono stem being smooth and 
as straight as an arrow. (How did they 
do it 1) Tho chin ornament and tho pipes 
aro mysteries to the Si washes about hero; 
they did not uso either." 

The most interesting relic I have loft 
to the last. It is nn idol carved in wood, 
— the liguro of a woman with four faces 
looking to tho four points of tho compass. 
It was purchased for a trifle from an aged 
klootchman, who sent it to Mrs Web- 
ber's house, with the message that her 
family had worshipped it for generations, 
but she had 110 further use for it — she 
and those belonging to her now worship- 
ped tho God tho good Catholic father told 
them about. 

They had boon converted toCatllolicism, 
but still uncivilized humanity will ever 
j'> arn for something tangible to worship. 
Is it not tho early history of all nations 
and tribes to have something they can 
see and feel for their deity 1 Tho four- 
headed family idol was cast out - sold to 
tho circus collector— but tho old lady's 
daughter, on her visits to Mis. Webber's, 
with humid eyes still looks longingly to- 
ward the ugly wooden image. Perhaps 
tender recollections are recalled ; perhaps 
sacred associations help to deify that little 
graven image ; perhaps it is not tho chis- 
eled wood that stirs tho soul of the sim- 
ple minded Indian, and moves her stoic 
nature to tears. Was it not tho god of 
hor fathers — poor erring souls ? For 
their dear sakes at all events she may 
treasure it without reproach, as tho rich 
treasure the family jewels ; as tho humble 
treasure tho ring, tho photograph, the 
faded girments, onco owned and worn by 
tlio30 noarest and dearest, whoso images 
live only in our dreams. Let us not 
judge hastily, wo havo but stolen glimpses 
of tho inner lives of those who reigned 
beforo U3 in this land of promise 

Thus ends my Indian tradition. It is 
another odd patch for the professor's 
crazy quilt. Its falric crude as the raco 
from which it spruns, wovon by amateur 
bunds, it is still a pitch, though its merit 
lies only in its odding.

Very Favorably Iniprenseil. 

Mr. R. D. Cruicksanlt, who is in charge 
of the California State Experimental farm 
at El Paso do Hobles, and who has been 
spending a week's holiday in British Colum- 
bia, left for home, yesterday, by the Uma- 
ttlla. During the time ho bus been in the 
province ho has been able to visit Victoria, 
New Westminster, and Vancouver, and 
comparing what he saw in theee cities with 
what they wore four years ago when he was 
through here, he sets so much solid im- 
provement and material advancement as to 
bo thoroughly surprised. Mr. Cruickahank 
ulso had a trip up to the experimental farm 
at Agassiz, and is very much pleased with 
the verdant, fertile appearance of she coun- 
try. Down where he Is, the country ia 
considered barren, as for many months each 
year there is no rainfall at all, ami the air 
is very dry. For a long time this land was 
thought to be useless, but scientific experi- 
ments have had great results, and any 
quantity of vegetables, fruit und grain is 
now raised, principally tlio latter, how- 
ever. The method adopted is to plow to 
the depth of nine or ten inches and pulver- 
ize the earth thoroughly until it is almost 
like Hour. Then, when the ruiu does fall, 
this land becomes thoroughly soaked and 
retain* its moisture through tlie dry season, 
enabling ^ood crops to ho raised. Of 
course, this costs money and a good deal of 
labor has to be employed, but the way the 
Americans run their experimental farms is 
somewhat different from tho method cm- 
ployed by the Dominion Goverment. The 
manugor simply hires what help he needs, 
and is considered sole judge ad to what men 
ho shall employ, or what wages shall be 
paid. 

HACK FROM CARIBOU. 

Dr. Watt, M.P.I'., Brings News from tho 
Great interior-Gold Yield Above 
the Average. 

Dr. Watt, the newly-elected member of 
tho Legislature for Cariboo, arrived in thu 
city, last evening, from Karnloops, where he 
spent a week or so after leaving his con- 
stituency. Tho past two months, tho 
doctor says, have been exceptionally wet, 
and settlers have had much difficulty saving 
their crops. Haying was very late, and in 
some parts of the country tho crops are not 
ia yet. 

While the wet weather has been had for 
the settlers it has been good for the miners, 
who have had a good season, and while the 
wash-up is not yet completed, it is thought 
the result will show a vory much better 
ovitput than tho average. The work being 
done at the Forks is productive of gooii 
results, mid will be continued as long as the 
season lasts. 

"There is one question," says Dr. 
Watt, "that ia agitating tho settlers 
in the Chilootin country, and which 
must be dealt with at nil early dale. That 
is tho sheep question, the complaint being 
that the 5, (JUL) odd sheep are eating the 
bunch grass uway, and it does not grow 
again. A meeting lias already been held at 
Ashcroft to discuss tho question us it re- 
lates to that section of the country, but 
ia Cariboo the settlers are also interested, 
and strong representations will be made to 
the Government to have soir.e regulations 
on the subject passed at the next meeting 
of the Legislature. It is suggested that tho 
sheep be confined to the Horsefly district, 
where there is plenty of water and the 
grass will grow again.

While in Victoria a Colonist reporter had 
the pleusuro of becoming very well ac 
qunintcd with Una siugulur man, who, like 
iKneas, haB turned the wheel of many mis 
fortunes. Though unable to spuak a word 
of English, Geimand is quite familiar with 
the German, and it wua in this language 
his experiences wero related. 

Tho outline of liis strange story has 
already been given with sufficient detail to 
leave one to wonder how (1 -;.li ami blond 
can bear bucIi ugony and still survive. In 
tho courBO of subsequent chats with the 
exile many minor incidents were related, 
each of which would furnish material for 
romauco. 

Ho describes ho"v one night a club of 
■which he was a member was raided by tho 
Russian police. 

" Wo were gatherod," slid he, "in an 
isolated building, discussing in undertone 
some late act ol tyranny on the part of the 
hated Czir, when tlio call of tiie outpost 
warned ua of danger, and to lend emphasis 
to tho warning, tho heavy tread of the 
officers was heard grinding in the snow out- 
side. In the desperate attempt to escape, 
whiol) followed, four lives were lost and six 
captives lead away to worse than death. 
The remainder, myself among tho number, 
managed to escape amidst a hot exchange 
of bullets, for all were heavily armed. 

"Three, years later, far in the wilderness, 
I clasped hands with a shattered wreck of 
humanity — the once strong and biilliant 
leader of tho lodge, who was among the six 
captives on the fateful niglir. Hardships 
and brutal taskmasters had worn down the 
almost giant form, until in tiie gaunt and 
hollow-eyed wretch, I could scarcely ueog- 
nize my old time fr iend and leader. 

"An unmarked grave on tho edge of the 
mighty steppes holds the remains of that 
man whose only crime was the love of uni- 
veta.il liberty. Ha was one anion!,' the 
unknown thousand! \vh i are led, untried 
and uncondotnued, into those awful wastes 
to find •bath. 

" l li- most leiriblc hareUhip for '.lie exile 
to endure is the knowledge ih-tt hit Mends 
and laitiily may never learn of his fete, 
and t him f.,r years suffer a suspense tar more 
dreadful thuU the cirlain knowledge. 
Father, brother, sou, are one day missing 
from their place, and in the whisper 
•Siberia' alone is told all the dreaded 
possibilities of that awful f tto. 

"One of the greatest barriers to escipe," 
continued Mr. Germain), "is the extreme 
difficulty of learning anything about the 
vust w ildernessea by which tho exiles to 
that almost unknown region are sur 
rounded. There are many who, like my- 
self, wero not close prisonf-rs, but who 
might just as well be, from the fact that to 
attempt to escjpu means, in the majority ol 
cases, death in the trackless wilds. This 
accounts for the pursuit of any one attempt- 
ing to escape. Ir. is the tear that somu idea 
of thcinlcruul natureof thecountry will i e ich 
the outside world. I myself have now in 
my posses-don sufficient data to seal my 
death wui rant if I s iould be arrested with 
'«on my "erson in Russia, 

"*'\\ hen I reach some place where I can 
rest uudisuii bed, my liist wot k will he to 
put into shape the information which it has 
coat me the best years of my life to gain, 
which has silvered my hair and made an old 
man of me befotc I have i cached thu prime 
of life. You people here do not realize the 
vast importance of my escape. To you it is 
nothing. But in the great socialistic c litres 
of Europe the routes and maps which I 
will now be able to prepare will ba hailed 
ns of untold value. By means of them 
who knows bow many gallant souls, who 
now pine away their lives in hopeless long 
ing, may again gain the priceless boon of 
liberty. 

"liar mid wide the knowledge will b< 
Spread, until in every branch of the great 
system, of which 1 am but a humble factor, 
there will ba told and studied the forests, 
streams and mountain ranges which lie; 
between the mines anil— liberty. 

"This thought alone has sustained me 
while wandering faint and starving by some 
frozen river which letl I knew not where 
when in the darkness and through tho ing 
ing of the stiirm I have heard the long 
savage howling of the furnished wolves 
which swarm in pucks through the forests 
untl over the steppes. 

"It sustained mo when I plunged into 
some icy stream thick with broken floe's, or 
felt the fierce Ilea toft he short and fiery 

summers of Tartary. Many timce it called 
into action my reluctant, limbs after I had 
thrown myself down in dull dispair to die. 
Weeks anil months passed and each one 
found me nearer my destination, America. 
You will pardon me if I refuse to uso names 
in speaking of mv friends; they may still 
live nnel the Czar's minions never sleep 
This is sufficient to anyone who understands 
the fur reaching power of that iron hand 
Which Stretches out and crushes in its relent- 
less grasp so many hearts. 

"Io San Francisco I have hopes of find- 
ing friends, who have, perhaps, like myself, 
cscapeeJ from the toils, and with IneiK I 
can again be as happy as one can whose lite 
lies behind, broken and ruined. Never will 
I return to Europe. I would as soon thrust 
my head into the lion's mouth as to visit, 
the scenes of younger elaya. Sooner or later 
they wouhl have mo again in their power, 
(men do not twice break Russian chains, 
nor is it within human power to endure 
that awful journey the seconel titno. No, 
xivy frienel ; in America I will remain and 
try to puss the remainder of my life in 
somo peaceful occupation." 

The speaker's eyes filled with tears as the 
recollections of other days went through 
his mind. Ho is evidently a man who bus 
thought much upon political subjects, and 
displays a surprising knowledgo of the rela- 
tions of the various powers, anil the present 
social progresi for ono who has been practi- 
cally dead to the world for some years, 
though much of this might hnvo been pick- 
ed up on tho frontiois alter his escape from 
Siberia proper.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

The i'ute of a Slave Ship In tho Gulf of 
Guinea. 

(Copyright, 189?, by Edgar W. Nye.] 

It was in tho tiftic3, befVro steamers 
had superseded tho great Australian lin- 
ers and tho big ships plying between Eng- 
land and India. I was a midshipman on 
board an India packet callcel tho Soa 
King. Tho difference between a mid- 
shipman, so called, and an apprentice lay 
in the fact that the former wero petty 
officers and learned navigation and sea- 
manship from tlio quarter deck, while the 
latter wero fo'castle hands and helped to 
perforin tho actual work. Our ship car- 
ried three midshipmen, and emr respective 
fathers had to pay a smart sum to place 
us whoro wo wore. 

At that timo tho running of slavo car- 
goes from the coast of Africa was confined 
aedely tei the Arabs and the Cubans, with 
now and then a cargo for some South 
American port. We left Calcutta with 
about 170 passengers, atitl of this number 
there were about fifty army oflicers. Some 
had resigned on account (if wounds or ill 
health ; others were on furlough, and 
others still had been exchanged into home 
regiments. There was also a party of live 
sportsmen who had been "doing" the 
jungles of India for two or three years. 
At Capo Town wo took on board thirty 
more passengers, and among them was 
another party of sportsmen who had been 
up in tho lion ceuititry. We must have 
had a full hundred men anion.; tho pas- 
seitigers when we left the capo. 

Nothing emt of the routine occurred 
until wo wero well above St. Paul cle Lu- 
anda and half way across the Gulf of 
Guinea. Then wo raised a sail dead 
ahead, which was standing te> the west, 
having evidently come out from the coast. 
We wero within four miles of her when 
the lire ze>, which had been light all the 
morning, died flat emt and left both craft 
heaving uu a glassy sea. Our officers had 
given the stranger a sharp looking over, 
and it was the unanimous opinion that 
she was a suspicious character. She was 
a topsail schooner, painted a grayish 
white and having a great spread of can- 
vas, anel when Mr. Grayson, the chief 
ullicer, came down from aloft, after a long 
inspection through the glass, ho said tei 
Captain llubson : 

'• I've seen twenty of the Cuban 'black- 
birds' in my time, and if she's not loaded 
with slaves, then I'm a blind man." 

The captain agreed tint she was a 
slaver. England, as ynu perhaps know, 
did more to suppress tho slave trade than 
all other nations Combined. She had five 
cruisers lo one off the African coast, anel 
she overhauled five times as many craft 
as any either natii.i,. But for her effirts 
very iittlo would have been accomplished 
at sea. As soon as the strange ctaft was 
p-onouueed a slaver there was great in- 
dignation among our passengers, a inaj r- 
ity of the men being anxious to go off in 
the small boats and capture her. This 
project did not meet with tho views of 
our captain at all. While he would like 
to have seen her a prize te> a cruiser, ho 
had no notion of interfering with her 
movements. I ho ird him say to a Major 
Shaw, who was anxious tei lead an expe- 
dition, that the schooner was doubtless 
armed with cannon and carried a large 
crew, and that any interference with her 
would be a serious matter. 

Nobody dreamed i f the calm which was 
to follow, although our position was close 
to tho equator. It was summer timo in 
those lattitudes, but not oppressively hot. 
Not the slightest movement of air was 
felt fur the rest eif tho day, and as passed 
the day so passed tho night. Next morn- 
ing it was seen that tho two crafts nrerv 
nearer together by half a mile -or more. 
There are writers who call this movement 
of becalmed vessels magnetism. It is sim- 
ply they drift. The larger one drifts the 
fastest, and had wo been to the north ol 
the schooner the distance woulel have 
been incensed by half a mile, as both e f 
us were drifting te) the north in an ocean 
current. After breakfast Major Shaw 
wanted to pull oif to the unknown on 
some sort of errand and tlui3 settle her 
identity, but Captain Mobsun was lira, in 
his refusal. Indeed, its he surveyed the 
horizon and consulted tho glass and satis- 
lied himself that tho calm was to con- 
tinue, he grew uneasy. 

All day tho .Sea King rose and fell cr. 
the glassy ground swells with tho regular- 
ity id' a pendulum, and when night came 
we were within a couple of miles of the 
schooner. The glasses brought her so 
near that every eletail could he noted. 
Everything about her showed that sho 
was built and fitted emt for speed. Only 
nine eir ten men could bu counted feu- her 
crew, and hey lounged about as honest 
sailors would under the circumstances. 
That she had a Long Tom gun amidships 
we did noteloubt, although it was covered 
in from actual sight. There wero also 
gouel reasons to believe that sho earri el 
other metal as well, and that tho number 
of men seen on her decks eliel not half 
represent her crew. On the evening i/f 
tho second day the captain and mate helel 
a long consul tat 1 n, and as a result pas- 
senger after passenger was invited into 
the captain's mum, anel ho said to each 
ono in turn : 

" The strange craft is a slaver and has 
a cargo aboard. In order te> carry as 
many negroes as possible they figure close 
on fresh wa er. If this calm continues 
another day wo shall have a visit fremi 
him. I can spiro him a couple of casks, 
but not more. Thoso may do him ; if 
not ho will attempt to take a supply by 
force. We have no cannon, but wo can 
raise at least 100 firearms among us, and 
I jireipo.se to light him off." 

When davlight came the elrift of the 
ships had shortened tho distance again. 
The slaver did not look to bo over half a 
inilo away, but her actual distance yvas 
three times that figure. Tho sentinels 
hud heard queer noises from her direction 
after midnight, and our people figured 
that they had hael gangs of negroes on 
deck at intervals, anel had sluiced water 
over those in tho hold to save them as 
much as possible If there had been any 
doubt of her calling, the odor which came 
t > us about sunrise would have dispelled 
it. Many could not do'ect it, but there 
wero at least twenty aboard who got tho 
smell, though not tho slightest breath of 
air was stirring. Tho odeir of a cargo eif 
blacks is something horrible. On one 
occasion, af er tho capture of nn Arab 
dhow by a British cruiser, I was on a ship 
which crossed their wake live miles 
astern, and yec wo got tho eideir so strong 
that some of tho men wero made sick. 

After breakfast tho captain requested 



all passengers to promenade the decks, 
knowing that tho Blaver was inspecting 
us through his glasses and desiring to 
present a bold front to him. it was to 
ho another day without a pun eif air and 
much heitter than tho preceding ones. It 
was 10 o'clock when wo saw them leiwera 
small boat from the stern of tlio schooner 
and feutr men enter her. She came [lull- 
ing at a smart paco anel stopped a few 
yards away off emr starboard quarter. 

" Hello ! tho ship I" called tho man in 
tho stern sheets as ho stood up. 

" Hello ! the boat !" replied Captain 
Hobson, 

" Wo aro short of water in tho schooner 
and hope you can spare us a few casks." 

" What's your cargo ?" 

"Gold dust, palm oil, ivory and furs. 
Wo have been up tho Niger for several 
months on a trading voyage. We aro 
bound for the United States." 

The speaker was certainly an American, 
but the throe men with him were Span- 
iards, and as villainous a trio as you ever 
set eyes on. They br night tlio odor with 
them so strong that every nose cuulel now 
detect it. Captain Hobson was a blunt 
spoken man. After a bit of thinking he 
replied : 

•• 1 am satisfied that your schooner is a 
Cuban slaver and that sho has a cargo 
aboard of her now. It's a villainous trade 
yem are engaged in, and I'd like to see 
every mother's son eif ynu swinging at the 
yard inn ! However, out of pity for the 
poor b'ticks I'll spare you three casks. 1 
can't do more. (!o back to your craft 
and I'll hoist them out and tow them half 
way." 

" And about the pay ?" 

" Your money is accursed and I won't 
handle it I" 

The man forced a laugh, waved Ilia hat 
as a salute and his boat returned to tho 
schooner. We got over the casks, leiwer- 
ed a beiat and towed them half a mile 
away, and beforo noon they had been 
hoisted in on the schooner's deck. 

"It isn't a quart apiece for tho thirsty 
people aboard of her," I heard tho cap- 
tain say tei Mayor Shaw, " and if this 
calm holds we are bounel to have a row 
with that fellow." 

Tho fourth day eif tho calm passed 
quietly away. When night came it was 
hgureel that wo had decreased our dis- 
tance by u quarter eif a mile. That i ight, 
to keep up appearances of a bold front, 
there yvas music and dancing on tho deck, 
but while some danced others peered into 
the darkness and guarded against a sur- 
prise. I 

Tho fifth mornintr dawned without a 
cloud or a breath of air, and we were now 
within less than a mile of tlio schoone 
Tho current was setting 113 both to the 
northeast, or upon the const. As I said 
before, being tho larger bealy wo were 
drifting the fastest, anel in a couplo eif 
elays more! must overtake tlio schooner. 
On this day, just beforo noun, the slaver 
begin drawing water anil sluicing down 
his cargo, and wo could plainly hear th 
shouts and yells of the negr es. At 2 
o'clock in the afternoon he allowed them 
t> cotno on eleck in gangs, and wo knew 
that wo shoulel shortly hear from him 
again. His situation hael become so des- 
perate as to oblige him to throw off all 
reserve. It yvas about 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon when the same boat and the 
same officer approached us na beforo. 

" Voii seo what our cargo is, captain." 
saiel the man as ho stood up Mid pointed 
to his craft. " The schooner is a ' black 
bird' and has o20 niggers aboard. Not 
one has dieel yet, but there isn't a elreip of 
water left for them. Wu must spare us 
more water, or not ono of them will ever 
see Cuba. 

Our captain was about to reply that not 
another pint could bo spared, but t'.e 
passengers appealed to his sympathies 
and a sort of public meeting was held. 
Wu had wines, rum, brandy, beer, and 
could certainly (-pare more water without 
stinting ourselves. Sooner than see the 
blacks sacrificed everybody was willing to 
go en half allowance. The result was 
that we made up about 250 gallons of a 
mixture of rum and water, and tho slaver 
towed the casks away. As soon as dark- 
ness catno the dbi-p sea lead was e st and 
bottom was found at 180 feet. Hawsers 
were bent to a couple of small anchors, 
anil we soon hael the 'satisfaction of know- 
ing that our drift was cheeked. 

Tho elawn of tho siKth day showed file 
schooner not more than a mile away. 
The fellows had got on to our triple and 
adopted it very promptly. The day pass- 
ed quietly away, the slaver sluicing his 
between decks and parading his gangs as 
before. 

At daybreak on the morning of the 7th 
the barometer indicated a change, but 
sky anel sea nave no evidence of it. About 
sunrise the blacks could be heard raising 
a row, probably demanding water, and an 
hour later the pivot sun, whose presence 
we hael suspected, was uncovered anil 
loaded and pointed at us. At the s me 
timo three ports wero opened and the 
muzzles of three smaller c union run out 
anil trained on our ship. Tho slaver's 
crew also increased from ten to twenty- 
five men, and wo realized that a climax 
was at hand. They purposed to save 
their own cargo at any risk. The oliicor 
who had visited us twice before now ap- 
peared for the third time, having the 
same three villains at t ho o irs. He said 
they wero again out eif water and must 
have a supply. He did not ask if any 
more coulel bo spired, but commanded 
Captain Hobson lo hoist out ten cisks on 
penalty uf being fireel into. To the sur- 
prise of everyboely, the captain humbly 
agreed and called out to the fellow : 

"Send all tho men you can spare and 
make a short job of it, but 1 want none 
of you aboard I" 

The boat returnoel to tho schooner, and 
half an hour later threo boats, each con- 
taining five men, wero lying off emr eiuar- 
ter. Wo had meanwhile been pretending 
to bo very busy. Tho pretense was main- 
tained after their arrival. Ono cask was 
hoisted out anel drifted clear, and they 
were looking for a second when tho sun 
was suddenly blotted out of sight. Night 
seemed to come again, and a white squall 
broke with the scream of a thousand loco- 
motives. It was tho forerunner of a hur- 
ricane, which swept us up to Capo Vera 
and 009 miles beyond. Not ono of tho 
boats reached tho schooner. The craft 
herself fl iw away before us into the thick- 
ness, but half hour lator, when the sky 
cleared before tho hurricane, not an oyo 
could discover her. She had gone down 
with all on board.

RAILWAY COLLISION. 

Numbers of Lives Lost on the FUchburg 
Railway Near Boston. 

Hoston, Sept. 10. — A feiriblo accident 
occurred about 10 o'clock, to-night, at 
Wutertown Junction, near West Cumbridgo 
station, on the Fitollburg railway, caused 
by a west bound freight telescoping tho rear 
car of tho 10:15 Walthum passenger train 
from Hastou. Eifieen killed uud wounded 
have ulready been taken from the wreck, 
unel it is believed many mure ure beueulh 
lhe debris. Tho passenger train was full, 
as is always the ease on Saturday unel hail 
arrived ui the juuctiou where it was wait- 
ing for an east-bound train to pass before 
crossing tlio mam track of the Wutertown 
brunch road. While tho train yvus stand- 
ou the main line, the express height, which 
had lollowed lroin thu Hoston yard crashed 
into the rear car, crushing it into pieces 
and jamming its human freight 
beneath the ruins. Tiie force ot 
lhe concussion smashed the end of the boiler 
uud cylinders, uud the escaping steam add- 
ed honor to the sit nation to those alreaely 
imprisoned. As ipiickly us possib e lhe 
work of removing lhe dead and hijureil was 
commenced, and iho station ut West Cum- 
bruige was convertid into an hospital, 
whither the victims were carried. Many id 
those taken from lhe wreck were terribly 
scalded, in addition to their oilier injuries. 
It is claimed that a fug prevailed ut the 
time, unel ihut the momentum was so greut 
thai it, could not bu slopped in time lo avoid 
a collision.

Important Resolutions Adopted by the Con- 
gress at Toronto— Tho I'acitic 
Coast Heard From. 

Toronto, Sept. 10. — (Special)— Before 
the Dominion Trades Congress, letters from 
the Victoria Trades Council wero ro.ed, re- 
gretting inability to semi a delegato and 
urging the Congress to deal with the Chi- 
nese and Japanese immigration and eight 
hour questions, Thu Vancouver Trades 
Council sent resolutions, in place of elele 
gate*, which said tlio membership of the 
labor orgamz ilions mi the Pacific; Slope was 
steadily decreasing, while lhe number of un- 
employed was steadily increasing. Thus the 
Conned say tho exclusion of the Chinese is 
the first plank in the Libor platform. The 
following notice of resolution was given : 
Resolved, that thi-e congress is in favor ot 
the Canadian Parliament making tho neces 
s-try means to secure lhe establishment and 
recognition of the independence of Canada 
Resolul ions were passed in favor of live 
Government Printing Bureau printing 
school books and supplying them free ; in 
favor of a two cent railroad rate, and 
uuuinst property i|ti.i!itic itions for muuicip el 
nliice. Resolutions weio also paesed, with 
only one dis-enlient, in f nor of prohibiting 
the importation inio Canada of laborers 
under contract.

I don't 
mean in tho way young 
men are fond of them, 
'but as an observer of 
human nature and of Vanity Fair may 
well bo. Thero is a certain freshness 
and swootness and evanescence about 
them like tho charm of flowers, but- 
terfliou and birds, and besides this a 
graciousness and attractiveness like that 
one fools in all frisky, confiding, fond 
young creatures liko kittens and lambs 
and suchlike helpless, frolicsome and 
trustful creatures. 

For myself I am devoted to girls 
wherever I may bo, and 1 have boon, I 
believe, in most parts of the habitable 
globe. Evervwhero I have found girls, 
and ovorywlioro then; have been many 
traits of identity ami some of difference. 
All were nice, and I do not know that if

Daisy Miller has passed into a proverb. 
But is sho a typo? I never have forgiven 
Mr. James for some traits in his por-

mid red, white and blue colors. In a pre- 
liminary cantor urouuil the track, Frank 
Campbell's gelding Meat well, and showed 
no evidence of Friday's hard work. He 
made a game ruce of it from tlio timo the 
dig dropped, hub was distinctly outclassed. 
Murcelle led as far as the quarter and set 
the pace ull tho way round, with Murphy a 
Hood feconrl and Ripton practically out of 
it. The Broad mead farm mare won handily, 
but by only half a length, Murphy second, 
and Ltiptou fifteen lengths or more behind. 

THE B. C. DERBY. 

Now came tho British Columbia Derby, 
the event of the duy, the piece de resistance 
of the afternoon, nnd tho "number on th" 
programme" to which everyone looked for- 
ward with the greatest interest and pleas- 
ure. The start was in front of tho grand 
Stand and the course three times around 
tho truck. Who could pick tho winner? 
There were many surmises. Tho 1'road- 
mead farm bay filly, Victoria, sold favorite 
ut the ptols for she comes of winning stock 
and bus been well handled by Mr. Knight. 
Capt. Oyilvie'a ilex was also strongly fan- 
cied, selling second. Victoria was one of 
the first to come out on the track, and soon 
afterwards Ada put in un appearance, her 
owner, A. McCounell in the saddle. Tho 
"old man," as the boys in the grand 
stand called tliu uged jockey was 
before tlio race guyed not a little, but 
lie did not seem to mind it much, and when 
lie drew the outside position all he said was, 
'■just my luck, I never rod o in a race yet 
that I didn't get fifth place," Then sonie- 
bedy called out : 

"Uettcr get fiflh place in tho start thunat 
the finish," and the old man confidently re- 
plied, "I won't finish lust, anyway. " Whether 
ho hud then u good idea, of the inrgnitioent 
victory his little mare was going to have or 
not, certainly he gave no one any hint. 
Gannon rode Hex out and sent her a half 
mile at a canter, but sho wus not much 
thought of. J. Millington was up 
on Hose, a prelty lietle bay from 
Glengarry Farm, winch made a good show- 
ing in the preliminary half milo canter, and 
came in fiont of the grand stand again at a 
nice gallop. No one picked her for place, 
hut she afterward* made it "just tliu same " 
The last horse out was ilex, which Capt. 
Ugilvie himself led out, and the jockey, VV. 
Ihyant, weighed in without his saddle, 
while the bleaching board peoplo clapped 
their hands because it was evident thut 
lu x, a htuvii r horso than any of the others, 
was going to carry several pounds more than 
her competi'ors, aud this would even the 
race up a li tie. C*pt. O^iKiu looked con- 
fident, no doubt recall ug tlio fust time 
made by Ih.x when the ran in the Queen's 
Plate, at the spring meeting. Hon. Mr. 
l'noley held the fhg, and got the quintette 
away in a bunch to u first clans st-ut. Ilex 
hud the pole, Rose second, Victoria thiid, 
with Aria on the outside. Ada mad.-: 
the running from the start, and ut 
the firs! turn tho "old man" showed tho 
crowd that he was a jockey in more than 
name, for be crowded three of tho horses, 
Hose, Victoria and Rex, clean off the 
course and look the lend, Kveryono in 
iho grand stand stood up and cheered. 
"Victoria lias lost it fiom the ttirt," a 
very much excited man in tlio crowd sung 
out and others urliled their voice to the 
cries. After a beautiful sweep round the 
oval, the horses ngiin came hi front ot the 
grand stand, Ada still leader, and now 
ladies uud everyone cl&o cheered, their en- 
thusiasm lising away sb.vo the boiling 
point when the next half mile was made ami 
the Kaniloopa fit ly , with the GO year old 
jockey riding her for all there was in it, 
still led the hunch in iho onward 
rush. As the cults rounded the 
truck on the final half mile there 
were yells and cheers and applause from a 
thousand throat 8, mid v. hen the dush past 
the grand stand gave I flu raee to Ada by a 
good lead, with Kose second, and tho fauor- 
ites, Ilex and Victoria, third and fourth, 
the ll icd of enthusiasm knew no hounds. 
.Scarce hud the horses passed tinder the wire 
when the crowd from tlio stand overran the 
trark, throwing their hats up in the air and 
shouiing themselves hoarse. W' en Me 
(Vwnell had di-ni nnited and " weighed in " 
some of the "sj irits" raised him up on their 
sliuU ders and carried him off to the stables. 

It, was a magnificent race, the finest ever 
l ur) on the Diiving Park grounds by long 
mUh, voted so by every one who had 
watched the dill, rent meetings. A filling 
ulimax it made for the Foil meeting, and 
Whin the bind played "Cod Save tna 
Queen" the cro*-d surged towards the gate 
and slowly disappeared in x cloud of dust, 
every one hippy but not everyone satisfied, 
for the: "spoils ' and some others, too, 
went away "broke," — the Derby was too 
much for then,. 

DETAIL OF THE RACKS. 

First heal, tro'.ting — After tcoring several 
timesthey got away toa goodstart, Dart tak- 
inga l0lengthslead,the olherthree neck and 
neck. At the quarter, Dart led by 1(1 
lengths, Evora two lengths in front of 
Piimero. Dub led first time past the 
stand by 'JO lengths, Primero second, Evora 
third. At the three-quarters, D^rt still led 
by 15 lengths, the others hunched. Then 
Storm broke and dropped a little behind, 
Evora going second and Primero a, length 
behind. They passed under the wire, Dart 
leading by 10 lengths, Fvor.. second, 
length* in front of Primero. Time— 2:40 

Second heal — They got away in good 
shape, Dart leading with Storm behind. At 
the quarter, Dar 1 's lead WiiB 10 bngtln, 
Primero second, Kvora third, At, the lulf, 
Primero was only a couple of lengths behind, 
trotting splendidly. Storm third, and 
Evora out of it. Then there wus u contest 
to the three-quarters between Dart and 
Primero, buL on the far side of 
I he truck tho latter hrolto a little 
and lost distance, Storm coming up to with- 
in two lengths. Filtering tho stretch the 
colt got down to it steady, hard trot, and 
camo within a length of l)jrt under -tho 
wire, Storm fifteen lengths behind, Evora 
distunci d. Time, 2:44. 

Third heat — Without scoring the horseB 
got uway to a pretty start, Dart slightly 
leading. Storm broke ut the turn 
and dropped behind, Dart and Primero 
making a beautiful race to thequarter, where 
the colt lend by a head, but broke shortly 
a tcrwards and lo3t n couple of lengths. 
Coming past the stand for tho lirst time 
Dart led by only a length, Storm 10 
lengths behind. At the turn Primero 
took tho lend by a neck, but 




coining to tho half broke and lost two 
lengths. This was too much to make up 
and win, but it was a ruca nevertheless. 
They rounded into the stretch together nnd 
Primcro's fanciers were glad to see the colt 
trotting steadily mid hard, and hoped to 
see him finish first. A few seconds more 
and their hopes were blighted, Dart passing 
under the wire a head and a half iu front, 
Storjrj distanced.. Time— «;4l, 

Tho mile nnd a quarter duBh — After one 
tiytho horses got uway toa pretty start, 
Murcelle having a littlo tho best of it, 
Murphy just behind and Ripton last In the 
bunch. 'The black mure act tho pace and 
Murphy followed, the pair throwing tho 
dust up to Ripton, who, beforo tho first 
turn had begun to tail off. Entering the 
stretch for the first time Murcelle still led by 
half a length and tho same position wus 
maintained ut tho mile, but ut the turn 
Murphy dropped uway another length. At 
the half it was again Murcello uud Murphy, 
the latter giving his admired rival a good 
race. Coining down in front of tho grand 
stand for the second time, Murphy was 
hard pushed to clo?o up the lead, but could 
not do it, and at tho turn fell oil' as in the 
lirst round. At the mile, however, ho 
closed up a little, and Millington started to 
ride him for all he was worth, Lever letting 
the black mure out a little, but never using 
ihe whip. Coining home, they entered the 
stretch together, with Campbell's gelding 
just a trifle over a head behind, uud Mil- 
lington whipping hard. They made a beauti- 
ful race to tho wire, but tho oddB were 
against the bay, and the black , a midst great 
applause, passed under tliu wire a half- 
leugth ahead of Murphy, with Ripton 
twenty lengths behind, Time— 2:22 4 5. 

The Darby — The horses got uway in a 
bunch, Aila a little uheud, Ilex second, Vic- 
tonu third. After the lirst tuin Ada made 
the running, und ut, tho quarter led by 
three lengths, Hex second, Victoria third. 
Rose fourth end Hex tailed off. I'll e first 
lour hunched entering the stretch and Rose 
improved her position. Passing the stand 
for tho first tune Ada led Ilex by two 
lengths, Uoso next, Victoria on the inside 
behind. At the three quarters Ada wus 
still setting the pace, Ilex second, and Vic- 
toria third, two lengths in front of Rose. 
Coming into tho stretch again the positions 
were the same except that Victoria 
and liose teamed, und when they 
paEsed tho stand at the mile Ada 
was leading by three lengths, Roso second 
and Ilex third. At the milo and a quarter 
Viotoiia had pulled up some of llii lost dia 
tauco but shortly aflerwurds fell behind, 
Rose now leading Hex by four lengths, and 
being the same behind Victoria. Tlioy 
came into the stretch in tho eaine shape uud 
passed under the wire Ada six lengths ahead 
ol Rose, who was six lengths in front of 
Hex. Victoria was fourth, 10 lengths be- 
hind, and Rex uway out ot it. All the 
horses were played out except tho winner. 
Time— 2:57. 

STORM. 

Mr. A. K. Munro's handsome six-year-old 
brown stallion, Storm, who, on the lirst day 
of -ho Victoria Fall meeting, carried oil' the 
stallion stakes in such easy fashion from 
Ha IIu and ChiistmoB, made a very credit- 
able showing, ytsterday, against Dart, 
Evora, and Piimeio. Storm is only a joung 
horse, und in another two years will, with 
oidinary luck, have made such vast in 
provenuiit that gieat tilings are expected of 
him. He is a viry level Hotter, aud is one 
of the best tempered horses that ever w 
a quart! r shoe. His services as a stallion 
should be ol inestimable value to the pro- 
vince, oh a glance at his pedigree, Adiich is 
appended, will show the valuable strains of 
blood in his veins. Eveiy credit is due to 
bis trainer and diiver, Reilly, for the man- 
ner in which the stallion was brought on 
the track and handled.
